severe weather will be revised, and the 
meteorologist's need our spotter networks to 
confirm what they are seeing on the doppler. 
This session will help train you to submit 
correct and pertinent "info" to your local net 
control operator. The Weather Service uses 
your reports to issue warning. The knowledge 
you gain:from the training will also help you 
keep YOUR PERSONAL SAFETY in mind when in 
the spotters role.
